of the Priesthood by Bishop Gallagher in the Sacred Heart Convent, De¬ 
troit, Father Benson will say his first Mass on the following Monday 
morning in the Convent of the Sacred Heart, and then, please God, we 
will have the privilege of attending his second Mass on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing April 4£h in the college Chapel. On Easter Sunday Morning in St, 
Vincents Church, Detroit, where he was baptised and where he recei¬ 
ved the other sacraments, Father Benson will sing his first Solemn 
Mass. When Mr, Benson leaves the aollege as Father Benson to take up 
his duties in Detroit, he goes wi«h the best wishes and prayers of 
everyone in the college.
